carried it home on his hack.

zeal he went to his brothers’ shop, and 
u < d their saws, and chisels in his 
work. 
When they came home in the 
evening the <1 ia 1 was finished, Andrew 
was triumphant, but every tool in the 
simp was nearly or quite ruined. 
They 
drove him into the street in a fury of 
anger and contempt, 
was 
an 
idle 
good-for-nothing, 
who 
would never fully earn his bread, bade 
him go and tit himself for school teach­ 
ing, which he called tho “lazy m an’s 
work.” 
Andrew gave himself to hard study 
for the summer, and then went to the 
astronomer, David Rittenhouse, 
and 
asked him to lend him a book on conic 
sections. 
“How long have y ou studied mathe­ 
matics?” demanded the greui man. 
“Three months.” 
“ And what do y ou know of conic 
sections?” Rittenhouse rejoined, with 
withering contempt.

reins.” 
This bit draws the mouth open, is 
constantly cutting against 
the upper 
part of the mouth, and being short and 
thin, is a constant cause of uneasiness 
and suffering. 
The 
over-strained, 
unnatural 
po­ 
sition proves at once to an artistic ey e 
the absurdity of such artificial aids. 
It, has been impossible to introduce 
this check rein in Europe, and it would 
not be tolerated on account of its in­ 
terfering with the natural, free move­ 
ment 
of the 
neck, 
and 
placing 
a 
straight, jerking line too much in evi­ 
dence. 
Verily , the American 
people 
have 
shown an astonishing lack of taste 
by the adoption 
of 
this 
over-head 
check, and an astonishing lack of 
heart. 
Veterinary surgeons declare that half 
at least, of their occupation would be 
gone if over-head 
and 
other 
check 
reins were abolished.
